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ygus  bug  on  canola  can 
cause  up  to  20%  yield 

loss  at  podding  time  due 

to  sucking  damage  on  the  seeds  in 
the  pod.  Lygus  bug  can  be  con- 
trolled with  insecticides  applied 
aerially  at  this  time. 

Check  your  canola  fields  regularly 
at  late  flowering  to  early  podding 
for  lygus  bug.  Population  levels 
over  1.5  to  2 lygus  per  sweep  net 
can  warrant  spraying. 

Contact  your  Crop  Specialist  with 
Alberta  Agriculture  for  lygus  bug 
identification.

einember...  if  you  want  to  preharvest  or  put  to  another  use  an 
insured  crop  (i.e.  silage,  greenfeed,  pasture  or  plow  down),  you 
must  contact  the  district  office  for  an  inspection.  Adjusters  will 
examine  the  crop  to  determine  it’s  yield  potential.  To  be  eligible,  insured 
acreage  must  not  be  destroyed  prior  to  inspection. 

Straight  hail  insurance  is  also  available  at  the  Stony  Plain  district  office  until 
October  30,  1998.  Phone  or  come  in  for  premium  rates  and  coverage 
information. 

NOTE:  The  Hail  Insurance  Policy  is  effective  at 
noon  the  day  following  the  signing  of  the  application.

FIDP  (Farm  Income  Disaster  Program) 

n response  to  requests  from  farmers  and  accountants,  the  Minister 
has  decided  to  allow  additional  time  for  submission  of  supporting 
information  on  FIDP  claims  for  the  1997  tax  year. 

Farmers  are  required  to  file  the  first  page  of  the  FIDP  application  along, 
with  a $50  application  fee  by  July  31,  1998.  The  remainder  of  the  applica- 
tion must  be  submitted  by  September  30,  1998.  If  farmers  choose  not  to 
submit  the  rest  of  the  application  by  September  30,  1998,  their  cheques  for 
the  application  fee  will  not  be  cashed.
